Medium  Size  bulbs  are  from  %  of  an  inch  up  to  1*4  inch  in  diameter. 

Either  size  should  make  a  satisfactory  bloom.  The  larger  size  generally  blooms  earlier  with  a  little  larger  spike.

SAF-T  STORAGE  POWDER 
For  Gladiolus  Bulbs 

For  a  long  time  Naphthalene  Flakes  have  been  regarded  as  the  best  Thrip  preventive  to  use  on  gladiolus  bulbs 
during  winter  storage. 

Several  years  ago,  I  decided  that  naphthalene  flakes  unless  carefully  removed  before  planting  time  were  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  growth  of  the  small  and  tender  rootlets  that  start  from  gladiolus  bulbs  early  in  the  spring. 

The  report  of  the  New  England  Gladiolus  Society  last  fall  has  sustained  my  opinion.  For  the  past  four  years 
I  have  been  using  a  powder  prepared  by  myself,  on  my  bulbs  in  storage.  This  powder  is  packed  in  all  gladiolus 
bulbs  shipped  from  Gladhaven  Gardens,  and  should  be  planted  with  the  bulbs.  Keep  your  bulbs  in  a  cellar  with 
the  temperature  around  40°  and  use  my  Saf-T  Storage  Powder  and  you  will  find  your  bulbs  will  make  a  better 
start  when  planted,  have  less  disease  and  will  be  practically  free  from  Thrip.  However  I  advise  soaking  all  bulbs 
from  whatever  source  in  a  solution  of  either  corrosive  sublimate  or  Ly-Sol  at  least  7  hours  or  overnight,  and  plant 
while  still  wet.  Do  not  soak  in  the  fall  unless  you  can  dry  them  again  easily.
